Hamilton Holt Combines 
Wit With SeriougatM 
in Address 

MBS. BEYEA SPBAKS 

"Why didn't Oermany win the war? 
BecAute, when England stood with her 
%m|' to tfc« mn aai FIpmm* mw 
pushed to the limit of her endurance, 
lO.GOO American soldlen arriving dally 
at the front turned the tide," said 
Hamilton Holt, eminent Joumaliat, and 
•dltor «f TlM ladcpMMtait, ta Mt ad- 
dreaa on "The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence," in chapel. Armistice Day. 
"Never did a doughboy give up one 
square foot of French soil on which 
km stood and if it wm Motssarr for 
him to die he "went West" with his 
face turned toward the enemy." 

Tlie speaker told of his first visit 
to the bat^efrontB of Europe, March, 
1918. and ot tho h o f s l saa iltaatiM he 
fovnd there. "No man knew what 
would result if that allied line ehoald 
yield. Peace would have to be made — 
at the dictation of Oermany. England, 
Fttaaa and Italy war* daoparate," 
sifd he. "Than eaaa Aaariaaa yoMh, 
Tlgor and initlatlre. At the emdal 
moment the tension snapped, the sit- 
uation was saved and our armies made 
W potsiUa lor tha world to celebrate 
Noreinbar II, 1111, aa tiM Irat aiwl- 
T^aary of Armistioa Day."

Holt devoted to a brief discuBsion of 
tha tiaaffua of Natiou and an amlu^ 
l«f sM tatanatlM •■■■rHiloa of the 
Paaea CoBfOroBea aa ha saw It hi the 
capacity of a Journalli^t.

to Hold Big Cm- 
vention 



On to Des Moines! With this slogan, 
the UnlTersity begins its campaign for 
the sending of eleven delegates al- 
lotted to her for the Eighth Intema- 
ttoBid iCaavaatiaa of Stadaat Yalun- 
teer Workers, to be beld in Des 
iVtolnes, Iowa, from December 31, 1919, 
to January 5, 1920. The purpose of 
the convention is to bring together 
reprasaalal Ira drtagatioM iA atadants 
and professors from all the Important 
Institutions of higher learning of Can- 
ada and the United States and leaders 
ot Christian enterprise throughout 
tha wortd. 

The conventions of the Student Vol- 
unteer rvlovement occur once in a stu- 
dent generation. The last one held in 
America was in Kansas City, in 1914, 
with 1,011 dalaiatos. Sana of tha 
moat amlnant speakers and workers of 
Christendom will speak at the five 
evening sessions at Des Moines. They 
will be selected not because they are 
near at haad, hat haeaasa thay are Oie 
men best fitted for the work, and they 
will be called from all ends of the 
earth If necessary. The program will 
include discustons of the moral, social 
and rrtlgiotts aaada of tha warid to- 
day; ^mmedlate-problem discussions 1" 
small groups; and simultaneous con- 
ferenbes on the great missionary fields, 
such as China, Japan, India, Africa, 
Turkey, ate.
